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Dog licenses honor fire service professionals 


Fire chief obtains 


‘badge number one’

AC Animal Control Of- 
ficer hopes that special 2014 
dog tags will help promote the im- 
portance of dog licensing. 

“Last year we paid tribute to 
our men and women of law en- 
forcement by ordering blue badge- 
shaped dog licenses. This year I 
thought it would be fair to honor 
our firemen and women, so that’s 
why we chose red fire hydrants,” 
said Animal Control Officer Alli- 
son Strong. 

Each year the pattern and color 
of the license is changed so Strong 
can tell from afar if a dog has the 
most up-to-date license. 

Agawam Fire Chief Alan Sirois 
and his dog, Chopper, were issued 
fire hydrant license number one. 

“When [heard from ACO Strong 
that they were going to pay hom- 
age to the firefighters this year, I 
said that we’ll be right down and 
that she could put us down for 
badge number one,” said Sirois. 

Chopper, an obedient 9-year- 
old Boxer, was in good spirits and 
quite curious during her visit to the 
Agawam Police Department to get 
her new tag. 

Sirois said his family chose the 
breed because of its happy temper- 
ament and loyal and affectionate 


firefighters. 


demeanor. Chopper stays home 
while Sirois goes to work because 
she does not like the sounds of si- 
rens and horns. 

“Many of the firefighters have 
dogs and cats. Many have families

and small kids so they enjoy hav- 
ing pets around. I would say that 
there are probably studies saying 
that having animals taking care of 
you as you take care of them can 
relieve stress from a tough job,” 


said Sirois. 

Strong called attention to the 
importance of dog licensing and 
why it is imperative to remember 
to renew each year before April 1. 

“For starters, it is state and local 


law that every dog be licensed,” she 
said. “A lot of times we hear that a 
dog never leaves the yard or that 
it doesn’t go outside of the house 
but sometimes our emergency per- 
sonnel have to come rushing in so 
dogs get scared and rush out.” 

Strong has seen situations where 
a door has accidentally been left 
open or a dog gets caught up in the 
excitement of company arriving 
for the holidays and runs off. Most 
distressing is when a house is bro- 
ken into and dogs escape because 
they are fearful of the intruders. 

“Even a dog that is micro- 
chipped still needs a license. I’m 
the only one in town with a micro- 
chip scanner so if I’m not working 
and your dog isn’t tagged we have 
no way to get the dog home to you. 
Also, rabies tags don’t count. Vets 
aren’t open on holidays but we’re 
here 24/7 and can get the dog home 
safely,” she said. 

Licensed dogs always get home 
because each license is issued a 
specific number and Agawam Po- 
lice dispatchers have all of that 
information in a binder. If some- 
one calls and says they have found 
a dog with a specific tag number, 
they can look it up to find out ex- 
actly where that dog belongs. 

There is also an option to list an 
emergency contact on the chance 
that a dog gets out while someone 
is at work, on vacation or away for 
any reason. It is a very big deal 
since that extra safe place ensures 
that a pup’s paws will never touch 
the pound.

Flooding closes road 


Rain, melting snow 
cited as cause

AGAWAM — Arnold Street 
in Agawam was closed Saturday 
night into Sunday when the road- 
way flooded and a vehicle was 
trapped in over a foot of water. 

According to Chris Golba, su- 
perintendent of the Department of 
Public Works, the street became 
impassable when the amount 


of melting snow and rain over- 
whelmed the drainage system. 
Crews arrived on scene shortly 
after 7 p.m. Saturday, Jan. 11 and 
found a section of roadway flood- 
ed with about a foot and a half 
of water. At least two residences 
were affected by the flooding, he 
said. 

Department of Public Works 
employees were unable to find 
any problems with the drainage 
system, but Golba did say that 
the area has had problems in the 
past.

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Neal: Agreement 
not in best interest 


WASHINGTON - Congressman Richard E. Neal, a senior 
member of the House Ways and Means Committee, released 
the following statement in response to the Trade Promotion 
Authority (TPA) proposal introduced in Congress last week 
by Sen. Max Baucus and Rep. Dave Camp. 

“The House and Senate introduced legislation today that 
would give President Obama the authority to fast-track in- 
ternational trade agreements. As a member of the committee 
that has jurisdiction over trade policy, I have a long history 
of expressing my concerns about granting this authority. In 
fact, the last time fast track was invoked in Congress, I voted 
against it because the proposed agreement was not in the best 
interest of our economy and workforce at the time. 

“These are the fundamental principles I bring to any de- 
bate about trade negotiations. The process must be transpar- 
ent, inclusive and deliberative, and the policy must be ben- 
eficial to the American people. I take very seriously my role 
in oversight of U.S. trade policy, and am hesitant to grant any 
administration trade promotion authority. But I will make a 
final determination once I have read the legislation and heard 
from my constituents,” said Neal.

Fight the flu 
with facts 


ith winter weather comes the 
dreaded flu season. And while 
some chalk it up to just an in- 


evitable yearly occurrence, it’s important 
residents know they can take steps to avoid 
contracting the flu by learning some basic 
flu facts. 

The flu is a virus, so antibiotics cannot 
treat it. Still, there are steps you can take to 
alleviate symptoms that include high fever 
lasting three to five days, severe body aches, 
headache, fatigue, sore throat, cough, runny 
or stuffy nose, and vomiting and/or diarrhea, 
particularly in small children. 

First — rest. Stay at home, and stay in bed. 
This will help you to recover more quickly 
and avoiding work or school will keep the 
flu virus from spreading to others. 

Drink plenty of fluids, water or juice, to 
avoid dehydration. 

Take non-aspirin pain relievers to reduce 
fever and pain. 

For pregnant women, the flu can be espe- 
cially difficult to deal with. Acetaminophen 
is the recommended treatment for fever dur- 
ing pregnancy. Women should also drink 
plenty of fluids, and seek medical advice to 
determine whether you need antiviral drugs: 
prescription pills, liquids or inhalers that 
fight flu by keeping germs from growing in 
your body. Antivirals work best when started 
within two days of the onset of symptoms, 
but moms-to-be can take them even after 48 
hours. While there is little information about 
the effects of antivirals in pregnant women 
or their babies, no serious side effects have 
been reported. 

The best defense against the flu is a flu 
shot. And it’s not too late to receive one. The 
Centers for Disease Control recommends 
that everyone six months of age and older 
receive the flu shot that will provide protec- 
tion against this year’s virulent strain, which, 
according to Dr. Sarah Haessler of the Infec- 
tious Disease Division at Baystate Medi- 
cal Center, can remain in the area through 
April. 

Busting through the biggest myth about 


SST) 
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flu — the vaccine does not cause the flu; 
still, it does take about two weeks for it to 
become fully effective, so there is a chance 
that if you are exposed, you may still suffer 
symptoms. 

Other protections against infection include 
frequent hand washing with soap and water 
or an alcohol-based hand rub. Avoid touch- 
ing your eyes, nose and mouth, and avoid 
close contact with people who are sick. 


Seek medical attention immediately if 
more severe symptoms develop, including 
“fast breathing, trouble breathing or bluish 
skin color; pain or pressure in the chest or 
abdomen; confusion or sudden dizziness; 
not drinking enough fluids, not being able to 
eat, or severe or persistent vomiting; flu-like 
symptoms that improve but then return with 
fever and worse cough; not waking up, be- 
ing so irritable that the child does not want 


to be held or not interacting (children); fever 
with a rash (children); no tears when crying 
or significantly fewer wet diapers than nor- 
mal (children).”

‘come on down’ to help us finish the fight against cancer and 

become a ‘Relay Star,” said Janine Iacolo, event chair. 
Sharing personal stories 

Iacolo said each year a committee member is given the 
opportunity to tell their story at the kickoff rally about how 
cancer has changed his or her life. “Anyone participating in a 
Relay event plays a much bigger — and more important — role 
than any Hollywood star ever could on or off screen. Relay 
participants are on the frontlines of trying to stop cancer in 
its tracks,” she said. 

Courtney Barberi, whose mother and aunt died from 
cancer at early ages, will be this year’s guest speaker. The 
27-year-old an Agawam resident will talk about how those 
deaths — her mother from leukemia at age 46 in 2012 and her 
aunt from breast cancer at age 36 in 2005 — have made her 
a cancer fighter.

and community members will join us by participating in the 
Relay,” said Iacolo. 
Educating people about Relay 

During the Relay, teams of people will set up campsites 
around the field and take turns walking or running around 
the track. Teams will have at least one representative on the 
track at all times. 

At the kickoff, teams can register for the Relay. They will 
a mock campsite set up as well as several stations staffed 
by planning committee members to help teams better un- 
derstand what Relay is and what happens during the event.

dress their concerns,” said Dachos. 

She said no changes have been made to the proposed zone 
change since it was originally presented to the council at a 
Dec. 16 public hearing. 

“Only the council can make changes to the proposal at this 
point,” said Dachos. 

She hopes that after the work session tonight, the council 
will be well-informed and be able to vote on the proposal at 
Tuesday’s regular council meeting. 

Councilor Robert Rossi said he has concerns over the 
Business C zone giving potential property owners too much 
lee-way and allowing them to build whatever business they 
want by right. He suggested an overlay district in the Walnut 
Street Extension area may be more appropriate. 

Rossi added the town of Agawam may be moving forward 
too quickly on a zone change when it is unclear what will 
became of the Games and Lanes property. 

Councilor Gina Letellier asked if the building will finally 
be demolished, or should be demolished before the zone 
change takes place. 

“Tt’s really an eyesore and would be unappealing to poten- 
tial neighbors,” Letellier said. 

Dachos said there are still numerous environmental is- 
sues preventing the building from simply being demolished. 
There are contaminants on the property and there is no one 
willing to take on the project and expense of clearing out the 
property. 

“The town could take the property through tax title,” said 
Dachos. “But then the town would have to take responsibility 
for the environmental issues there.” 

Those responsibilities could cost the taxpayers at least 
$600,000. 

In the meantime, the town is hoping to revitalize the rest 
of the area and create a more attractive downtown shopping 
area. 

“T like the idea,” said Councilor George Bitzas. “It would 
be like a destination point. I have seen other towns do similar 
projects.” 

Dachos said the Business C zone would do things such 
as relax certain zoning requirements like setbacks from the 
road and lot sizes. Dachos would like to see the zone create a 
pedestrian shopping center. 

There are parking issues that do need to be addressed. Da- 
chos said the town is seeking a $1 million grant to address 
parking in the area. 

The proposed zone will affect 17 total properties on Walnut 
Street Extension. The properties are currently zoned Busi- 
ness A, Business B, and in a couple of cases, Industrial A. 

There is also the possibility for allowing residences to be 
created above businesses. 

The entire bylaw is 12 pages long and is available for 
viewing at the Office of Planning and Community Develop- 
ment, located at Agawam Town Hall. 

Following the workshop, the Agawam City Council will 
meet at 7 p.m. Tuesday, Jan. 21. The continuation of the pub- 
lic hearing for the new zone is on the agenda.

Dog licenses honor fire service professionals

“Pounds are scary places for dogs. We’d 
rather bring them home than take them 
there,’ said Strong. “We rent space in West- 
field Animal Control and have to drive all the 
way out by Barnes Airport if a dog has no 
identification. The time to get the dog set- 
tled, fill out paperwork and drive all the way 
back takes me off the road and away from 
what I’m doing and any emergencies here.” 

Strong greatly emphasized the importance 
of calling Animal Control when a dog runs 
off instead of going out to look for it on your 
own. 

“When someone calls us, there are more 
eyes on the road looking for it. Also, if I find 
your dog and you’re out looking for it, even 
a licensed dog has to do to the pound if no 
one is home,” she said. 

Revenue collected from licensing fees pay 
shelter bills. Spayed and neutered dogs are 
$10 while in-tact dogs are $25. A copy of a 
dog’s current rabies vaccine certificate, not 
the tag, is also required. Dogs new to the 
system must also submit proof of their spay/ 
neuter certificate. 


The licensing season runs from April 1 to 
March 31. 

“T tell people that a good hint to remember 
when to license is when you do your taxes,” 
said Strong. “Whether you take the actual 
paper license or a blank application and put 
it in your tax folder, it’s a reminder that you 
see so you don’t forget.” 

Residents can license dogs in-person or 
by mail. Forms are located in the Agawam 
Police Department lobby at 681 Springfield 
St. in Feeding Hills and on the town website 
(agawam.ma.us/filestorage/66/96/doglic. 
pdf). 

“For those unable to pick up forms, like 
the elderly or disabled, they can call me and 
I will be more than happy to mail them a 
form. There’s really no excuse to not license 
your dog,” said Strong.

The Agawam Robotics’ seventh and 
eighth grade FIRST Tech Challenge (FTC) 
Mighty Mechanics team competed Jan. 11 
at “The Battle of Lexington” in Lexing- 
ton. The FTC program is for grades 7-12, 
and the vast majority of the 16 teams at 
the competition were high school teams. 
Nonetheless, the Mighty Mechanics rose 
to the challenge with a great robot. Two 
drive teams of three students worked hard 
at this year’s “Block Party!” challenge (see 
www3.usfirst.org/roboticsprograms/ftc/ 
game for more details). The programmers 
also worked feverishly between matches 
to get an autonomous program up and run- 
ning from scratch — and it worked. 

Although the robot did not come in first 
place for on-field scoring, the vast major- 
ity of FTC awards are given out for ev- 
erything other than the robot performance, 


and Mighty earned one of those awards 
— the “Think Award.” This award is given 
to the team that best reflects the “journey” 
the team took as they experienced the en- 
gineering design process during the build 
season. 

Mighty places a lot of emphasis on 
STEM (science, technology, engineering 
and math), which is the primary focus of 
FIRST (For Inspiration and Recognition 
of Science and Technology). The team is 
also lucky to have some very talented par- 
ents who presented “Mighty Moments” on 
materials, leverage and simple machines. 

“As a parent and mentor, it was truly 
wonderful to watch our students gain new 
experience as they participated as a team 
in their first tournament,” said parent and 
mentor Jay Snow. “They really began to 
see their efforts come to life.”
